In an article printed in the Pot- 
ter’s Herald, published at Hast Liv- 
erpool ,Ohio, J. Kennedy ,a local 
potter, takes a crack at the Social- 
ists. The article is much too long 
to reprint in its entirety, but follow 
ing are some excerpts. 

“Recent events of world-wide im- 
portance have indicated that political 
parties are impotent insofar as they 
may have power to benefit the work- 
ers, and the political sharks in each 
and all, have acted as_ politicians, 
have been acting from time imme- 
morial. 

“Is it not about time to ease up on 
the political stunt and cast about for 
some other means to accomplish the 
workers’ freedom? : 

“The European worker walked 
up and deposited his ballot for his 
“comrade” and then when the capi- 
talists declared war the worker was 
as powerless as if he was trying to 
shield himself behind his ‘slip of 
paper’ with one of Krupp’s guns 
pointed at him . 

“The trades union movement, 
which shortens the hours of labor, 
raises wages ,etc., by fighting capi- 
talism at the point of contact, viz., 
on the job ,is the only power that 
can prevent a capitalist government 
(as all governments are and always 
will be) from forcing the workers 
to war. 

“But those are dull, uninteresting 
things, these labor unions, and 
theirs is only a half a loaf. policy. 
They have no set program, no ideal. 
No ,you mutt, but they are bringing 
home the bacon in Spite of ‘pollies,’” 
and if half the energy expended on 
the ‘millenium’ was devoted to 
clearing the unions of excess bag- 
gage the latter bodies wold soén de- 
privé Socialists of their favorite 
opic.”’ 


10:000 STRIKE IN 


NEW YORK FOR 
WAGE RAISE 


WALK-OUT OF TAILORS CLOSES 
250 SHOPS—REDUCTIONS 
ARE CAUSE. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—A novel 
strike in which employers forced the 
issue began here today with the re- 
sult that 10,000 tailors are idle and 
250 shops controlled by the chil- 
dren’s contractors’ association, com- 
posed of finishers who contract for 
making up garments for manufactur- 
ers, are closed. 

The closing order was declared to 
force the manufacturers to withdraw 
@ reductiom in prices which they put 
into effect some days ago for the 
making up of the ‘garments, and is 
therefore virtually a strike. 

A statement by the association 
says that in the present condition of 
the trade it would be out of the ques- 
tion to accept the reduction, espec- 

as the contractors have already 
sed the wages of their tailors, 
who are now idle.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Appro- 
priating $104,124,512 to carry the 
army through the coming year is 
proposed in estimates which the War 
Department has just completed for 
submission to Congress. This is an 
increase of $3,105,300 over the total 
carried by the army bill for the cur- 
rent year, although reduttions are 
made in the allowances for many 
branches of the service. 

A new item of $150,000 for pur- 
chase of automatic machine rifles is 
askéd. “Altogether $2,900,000 is 
sought for ammunition compared 
with $3,000,000 carried in the cur- 
rent law.

The Santa Maria 
Derelict 


By M. QUAD

Of all the devilish. cold blooded 
things done by men you will have read 
of.few to equal what took place aboard 
one of the Spanish merchantmen, the 
Santa Maria, in the year 1862. It was 
published in the papers at the time. 
but only a partial account. and as we 
had war and excitement at home the 
incident was svon forgotten. 

One of the oldest business houses ip 
Mexico up to the date above named 
was that of the Spanish house of Ga- 
lera & Co.. founded seventy-five years 
previously. The business of the house 
was banking. mining, merchandising 
and cattle raising. It had a dozen 
branches in Mexico, and it had deal- 
ings with half a dozen countries. In 
a financial sense it was stronger than 
the government. and its yeurly profits 
footed up ap enormous sum. A son 
of the founder had succeeded to the 
management, and when old age came 
he turned over the active work to a 
cousin named Alvarez. The new man- 
ager was a young man of twenty-five. 
born in Spain of a @ne family and bad 
been educated for the priesthood. He 
was a man without a vice. Such was 
his probity that he was called “Holy 
Alvarez” even in his youth.; ak an 
enormous salary and with abtocratic 
powers young Alvarez took over the 
management of affairs in Mexico, and 
almost as soon as he stepped foot on 
North Amertcah soil a change took 
place in his character. He begap to 
drink, gamble and play fast and loose 

Of course there was gosgtp about the 
new manager, and there were those 
who ptedicted that his extravagances 
would ultimately, bring ruin to the old 
house, but there were ne‘<efficial com- 


plaints. He knew little pr nothing of 
business. but be did know how to 
spend money royally. and in a year 


he had people guessing bow much 
longer it would take bim to bankrupt 
the bouse. It was after the balance 
sheets had proved to him that he was 
spending more than the profits of the 
honse and was a debtor to an enor- 
mons amount that be set about prepar- 
ing a grand coup. The Spanish mer- 
ehantman was loaded with a consign- 
ment of gold, silver. copper. furs and 
dyestuffs for Spain and the cargo in- 
sured to the last cent. Alvarez took 
into his confidence a voung man named 
Prado. and when the Santa Maria sail- 
ed his confederate went witb her as

' A movement is being financed by 
promoters who have had rich pick- 
ing in the boxing game, to fight 
the enforcement of the anti-prize- 
fight law passed in California at, the 
last election. An 
Constitutionality of the anti-prize- 
fight amendment will be tested on 
the ground that it; ie class legisla- 
tion. The measure allows ama- 
teur four-round boxing matches. A 
San Francisco promoter who bas a 
permit for professional’ four-round 
contests in December said he would 
go ahead and base his contest on 
habeas corpus proceedings ,to be in- 
stituted whenever the principals in 
his fights are arrested. 


WILL HURT AMATEUR GAME. 
If the promoters follow this up 


they may get away with it for 
awhile. But the ultimate result will 
be that they will kill all kinds of 
boxing, including the amateur bouts. 
The majority of people in Califor- 
nia have voted to do away with pro- 
fessional fighting. If the promoters 
are Wise they Will accept the verdict 
o fthe court. There is a loud wail 
from promoters whose pocket-books 
have been hit, that “the church peo- 

ple” nad ‘‘the rural districts” have 

killed boxing. They didn’t. The 

persons who put professional boxing 

out of California are the promoters, 

who didn’t run professional boxing 

right. 


IT WENT THE WAY OF RACING. 


Boxing—or fighting, if you please 
—is in itself a clean sport. All peo- 
ple do not regard it that way. Many 
would not enjoy looking at a boxing 
match. But mighty few of those 
same people would go to the trouble 
of depriving other men who do like 
boxing of the privilege of seeing 
the sport if it had not been conducted 
s¢ obnoxiously that it smelled to 
heaven .
